CONGRESSMAN MOSES. TALKS. 


He Unmasks the True Inwaridness of the 
St. Louis Convention. | 

Washington, April 1.—(Special.)-- 
Congressman Charles L. Moses, of the 
fourth Georgia district, has written the 
following letter to The Southern Alliance 
Farmer. : 

In it he exposes the St. Louis third 
party convention and the third party 
itself. 

Washington, D. C., March 30, 1892.—Editor 
Southern Alliance Farmer: A great many 
alliancemen in Georgia have requested me, 
as one of the delegates, to make a report 
of what was done at the St. Louis conference. 
The other two members of the delegation, 
Messrs. Wilsou and Palmer, also asked me 
to make a statement.’ Please allow me to 
comply with these requests, through the 
columns of their official organ. 

As a faithful representative, it is my duty 
to make a true statement of the facts, and 
there my responsibility ends, and that of the 
people begins. ° 

No one, I trust, will. deem it my duty in 
this connection to notice: the brutal. attacks 
that have been made upon me, maliciously or 
through ignorance. 

I was elected a delegate to St. Louis with- 
out my knowledge. Before agreeing to ac- 
cept the commission, I was assured by the 
officials of the state alliance that the con- 
ference would have no authority to formulate 
a platform, or to take any political action, 
that would be binding upon the alliance. The 
original guarantee made to every member 
joining the order was that the alliance was 
not a political party, and would not under- 
take to control any member's political or 
religious opinions. When the “‘reforni press’’ 
began to assert that the organization would 
be committed to a@ ‘political sued at the cof-~ 
@ several state 
alliances met as an advisory committee in 
Washington and denied the authority of the 
conference to take such action. 

When we arrived in St. Louis we learned 
that the representatives of the people’s party 
had been on the ground two days working 
and plotting to capture the conference. Post, 
Branck and Ellington were there represent- 
ing Georgia. It was apparent to one circu- 
lating among the delegates at the hotels that 
the third partyites had but little opposition 
except from the southern alliances; and the 
southern delegates did finally force them to 
adjourn the conference tvithout directly en- 
dorsing the people’s party. I listened to the 
discussion among the delegates at the various 
hotels. The thought uppermost in the minds 
of these “non-partisans’’ seemed to be, how. 
to destroy the democratic party and how to 
build up the so-called people’s party. To do 
this,eit was conceded that the solid south 
must be broken. Georgia was regarded as 
the strategic point. One enthusiastic dele- 
gate expressed it in this way: ‘‘We already 
have an entering wedge in Georgia; we will 
break the back of the damn democracy in 
that state, and other states will follow.’’ We 
shall see how this plot to stifle the voice of 
Georgia was carried out. 

The conference met at the appointed hour. 
It was composed of about six hundred ‘men 
and women; it had been arranged by the 
“managers’’ that the first thing on the pro- 
gramme would be third party speeches from 
Polk, Powderly and Donnelly. These speeches 


were delivered and wildly applauded. A tem- 


porary chairman was elected and a committee 
on credentials appointed. This committee 
consisted of three from each organization. 
Conference adjourned to give the committee 
time to report. Tuesday morning the com- 
mittee brought in its report, seating more 
than eight hundred delegates, or votes. 

The committee reported .that there was a 
contest over the lelegation from Georgia, 
upon which they would report later. er 
considerable delay we were allowed to go be- 
fore the committer. 

Ellington, of the Citizéns’ Alliance, was a 
member of it. To our surprise we were told 
that there was no contest over our seats. 
Notice, however, that we had not been al- 
lowed to participate in the election’ of ofticers 
because of a contest Messrs. Post and 
eed claiming to represent congressional 
districts, asked to be owed to fill the two 
vacancies caused by the absence of Messrs. 
Calvin and Bell, the accredited delegates. 
We agreed in the committee to this arrange- 
ment, with the urce:standing — they 
should be “bound by the instructions given 
to the absent ree get to vote “as a unit.”’ 
They were seated without such instructions. 
_ As finally determined the representation of 
Ccorgia was as follows:

We. entered our protest on the 
ground that the representation was unfair, 
and served notice on the majority of the del- 
egation that while we would e no further 
fight in the convention, we would not hold 
ourselves bound by any action taken. 

While the convention was waiting for. the 
report of the ttee on platform, a motion 
was made and carried that the roll be called. 
It was asserted by the secretary that 150 del- 
egates had been seated by the committee 
on credentials who resented nothing. IL 
called attention to the fact that one man on 
the floor cla to have 11 votes as repre 
senting the colored alliance of Georgia, and 
that the president of that alliance was there 
rotesting oauinet his authority to do so.

HR RIDICULES ‘THE LONG DEBATE 


On the Question by Democrats and 
Republicans, 


AND SPEAKS OF THE THIRD PARTY 


As Small in Numbers but the Equal of 
Any in Noise—An Interesting 
Discussion. 


Wdghington, April 1.—(SpecialL)—The 
attendance in the house was again 
meager today and this fact was empha- 
sized by Mr. Bailey, of Texas, who, with- 
out antagonizing any special measure, 
made: the point that no quorum was 
present, and special bills that were called 
up had to be withdrawn in order to clear 
the track for the regular business of the 
house. 


Mr. Catchings, of Mississippi, from the . 


committee on rules, reported back the 


resolution for the appointment of a spec- | 


ial committee of seven members to inves- 
tigate the charges made against the 
census bureau. 

Mr. Wilcox, of Connecticut, said there 
was no necessity for the creation of a 
special committee, as the standing com- 
mittee on the eleventh census was abund- 
antly able to conduct any inquiry. He 
offered an amendment putting the inves- 
tigation in charge of that committee. 

Mr. Enloe thought a special committee 
could conduct the investigation more sat- 
isfactorily. It was very difficult to secure 
a quorum of a large committee of fifteen 
or sixteen members. 

Mr. Catchings demanded the previous 
question, whereupon Mr. Miller, of Wis- 
consin, assumed the roll of a filibusterer. 
He*moved an adjournment, and this 


‘being defeated by a vote of 126 to 20, 


(Mr. Kilgore, of ‘Texas, good-naturedly 
voting with Mr. Miller) moved for a 
recess until 5 o’clock. On this he made 
the point of no quorum. 

Mr. Catchings called attention to the 
rule jwhich: provided tliat pending a. 
report from the committee on rules: but 
one motion to adjourn shall be enter-. 
tained. 


Miller Against Rules. ‘ 
Mr. Miller denounced the rules, déclar-— 
ing that the business of the house would 
be conducted better without any rules. 
The house had spent the time of this 
session doing nothing, or worse than 
nothing, all on account of these rules. 
Mr. Wilcox’s amendment was agreed 
to, and as amended the résolution was

Mr. Enloe, of Tennessee, moved that

Mr. McMillin, in response to a query.

Mr. Enloe’s motion was rejected, and 
then the third party essayed the part of 
obstructors. : 

Mr. Simpson, of Kansas, was leader 
and his supporters were Messrs. Watson, 
Baker and Miller.

Mr. Cox, of Tennessee, who is serving his 
first term in the house and who is a 
pleasant-faced, gray-haired gentleman, 
with a good voice and a graceful, business- 
like delivery, spoke in favor. of the bill 
and in general denunciation of the pro- 
tective system. That system, he said, was 
simply legislative robbery and was in vio- 
lation of the great fundamental principles 
of trade.

Watson on the Floor. 

Mr. Watson, of Georgia, voiced the sen- 
timents of the third party on the tariff 
question.« He ridiculed the debate which 
had already taken place over the pending 
bill. The speeches delivered had almost en- 
tirely driven from the galleries gentlemen 
who usually take their afternoon nap there, 
and peanut venders had actually disap- 
pear Republicans who had spoken, had 
said that they were in favor of protection. 
as a principle, and in order to escape it, 
reciprocity as a practice. The democrats 
said that free trade as a. governmental 
principle was thoroughly right, but they 
did not accept it as a rule of action. He 
referred to Mr. Dolliver, of Iowa, as being 
brought forward by the republicans 
cause he was very young, handsome and 
brilliant; but his speech might well be la- 
belled as: “Dolliver’s extract; or a new 
way of treating an old complaint.” (Laugh- 
ter.)

In‘ the peckets of the satin- 
lined coat was found a well-written letter 
of farewell finishing up with the suicide’s 
usual plaintive lament. 

The letter was directed to Miss Stella 
Woolbridge, Brooklyn, N. Y., who was ad- 
dressed as “My Darling.” Despite it be 
ing April Ist the coroner, after a careful 
investigation, determined that the find» was 
genuine, and for hours the river was dragg- 
ed and the river men cautioned to look out 
for the corpse of the unfortunate. 

In the letter was a lock of golden hair, 
tied with blue ribbon. In a pocket book 
was found coin, newspaper clippings, sleep- 
ing car receipts and the request that the 
remains be sent to Brooklyn if recovered. 

By curivus coincidence the name signed 
to the letters corresponced with one:at the 
Shipp hetel signed four days ago, also 
from Brooklyn. New York and Brook- 
lyn papers have been wired and the New 
York papers served with extra long spe 
cials. The joker, fmghtened at the propor- 
tions his joke was assuming, confided to 
rour correspondent ‘tonight. He fixed the 
joke anc at 3 o'clock this morning left the 
coat and hat with the carefully prepared 
contents cn the bridge.

WILL THE OLD MEN GO BACKP 


The Georgia Railroad Bank Loaned the 
Central $90,000-Other Hailroad 
1 News of Interest. 


Railroad men are more than a little 
curious to know who are to fill the Cen- 
tral’s offices. 

There seems to bea strong pressure being 
brought to bear to put the old officials 
back. Of those who were dropped after 
the lease was made to the Georgia Pacific 
the comptroller, the auditor, the paymaster 
and’ the car accountant have been reap- 
pointed. Major G. A. Whitehead, the Cen- 
tral’s old general freight agent, was re- 
tained by the Richmond and Danville, 
and he is now acting as traffic manager. 
Major Shellman, the former traffic man- 
ager, is now general manager of the Co- 
lumbus Southern. Mr. Ed Charlton, the 
former general passenger agent, holds a 
joint position with the East Tennessee 
and the Queen and Cresent at Chattanooga. 
Eix-General . Manager Cecil Gabbett has 
never taken a place since he left the 
Central. There is pressure in favor of 
the return of all these to their old places. 

It is believed that either Mr. Gabbett or 
General Superintendent McBee will be 
made general manager. Mr. Gabbett was 
in Savannah on Wednesday. The Néws 
quotes him as saying that his visit had 
nothing to do with the Central railroad 
affairs, and it adds: “It is understood 
that Superintendent MeBee will continue 
in his position with the Central, perhaps, 
permanently. President Comer does not 
appear to be inclined to make any sweep- 
ing changes.” 

Mr. Sam Hardwick, assistant general 
passenger agent, was in Atlanta yesterday, 
but said there was nothing new in the 
situation. 

Whether the old officers will go back or 
the present ones will remain rests with 
President Comer. Judge Speer’s order ‘to 
rebuild the Macon depot and to reinstate a 
discharged conductor is taken by some to 
mean that the court intends to appoint the 


| officers and run the road. 


The statement was made yesterday that 
the Central had to make up a_ deficiency 
of $90,000. on its share of the Georgia 
roaqd’s rental for six months, As _ the 
Central pays $300,000 a year for its half 
interest in the Georgia road it would follow 
that for the half year. the Central derived 
only $60,000 from the Georgia. That de- 
ficiency of $90, / was loaned by the 
ae ag Railroad bank upon good. collat- 
eral.

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AN EXCELLENT MILITARY DISPLAY. 


Ten Thousand People Witness the Pa- 
geant—The Governor Speaks at the 
Tabernacle—A Great Success, 


Albany, Ga., "April 1.—(Sp@ial.)—Today 
was governor’s day at the Georgia chautauqua, 
and was agrand success, The weather was 
delightful. There were eight companies, com- 
posing the Fourth Georgia regiment, present, 
and acted as an escort to Governor Northen 
and staff, 

At an early hour this morning, the special 
trains began to arrive, and brought in great 
crowds to attend the chautauqua. A large 
number of confederate veterans were present 
also. At2o’clock p.m. the regiment formed 
on Broad street, and headed by Card’s mili- 
tary band, and followed by the veterans under 
the command of Captain Y. G. Rust, marehed 
to: the residence of Colonel Wight, where 
Governor Northen was stopping. 

The Soldiers There. 

The procession then started for th® taber- 
nacle, led by the Fourth Georgia regiment, 
then by the veterans, followed by the distin- 
guished visitors in carriages. In the carriage 
with the governor were Dr. W. A. Duncan, 
Captain R. Hobbs and General Longstreet. 
The gevernor entered the tabernacle amid 
the tremendous applause of the vast audience. 
The rostrum was ornamented by the coat of 
arms of the state of Georgia, entwined about 
with beautiful flowers. 

Upon the platform sat the officers of the 
chautauqua and Secretary of State General 
Phil Cook, State Treasurer R. U. Hardeman, 
Comptroller General W. A. Wright, Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture R. T. Nesbitt, Captain 
“Tim” Furlow, Mr. Stanhope Sams and Cap- 
tain Milledge, all of Atlanta, and various 
members of the governor’s staff from various 
parts of the state. 

The Crowd Present. 

The crowd in the tabernacle was estimated 
at between four and five thousand. Governor 
Northen made an interesting speech, and was 
frequently and heartily cheered. He was fol- 
lowed by Colonel W. Calhoun, who de- 
livered a glowing speech and an earnest appeal 
for the veterans’ home, 

At 4:30 o’clock p. m., the regiment had a 
dress parade on Broad street, and was reviewed 
by the governor. Today’s was tlhe largest crowd 
ever seen in Albany, and was estimated at 10,-

accumulation of products in the hands of 
manufacturers or wholesale dealers. Dis- 
tribution has been remarkably large ana the 
results of trade generally satisfactory, as 
the prices of material have been d ing, 
while goods, though on the whole as cheap 
as at any other time, are fairly maintain- 
ed in price. 
. Wool manufacture also shows a distinct 
improvement in some branches though not 
in carpets nor in lower -grades or mixed 
goods for wear. Better all wool worsted 
and dress goods are more largely produced 
than in past years and no undesirable ac- 
cumulation is seen. 

The boot business is also increasing. 

Shipments now exceed last year’s and or- 
ders are large and rising. 

Reports from the Centers. 


Reports from other cities are generally 
encouraging. At Philadelphia the dry 
goods tride is better with wool vry quiet, 
as manufacturers lack orders and complain 
of low prices. Carpets show no improve- 
ment, but the knit goods trade is fair and 
gaining. 

‘Trade in groceries is light; in chemicals 
and tobacco quiet, and in coffee dull. De 
pression in iron continues, though it is 
thought bottom prices have been reached 
and bar mills have full orders. Specula- 
tion during the week has not been very 
active. 

Wheat has declined 2 5-8, corn 1-2, oil 
a fraction and pork 25 cents. 

Decline in wheat is mainly due to shrink- 
age in foreign dempnds. Western re- 
ceipts continue large. As the new crop 
draws nearer and the prospect that it will 
be very large, prices naturally tend down- 
ward. - 

Although cotton receipts have been 
smaller than a year ago the pressure of 
hbroad have 
caused a further decline of 1-16. 

Coffee is also lower and the general ten- 
dency of prices is. toward a lower level. 

The Iron Trade. 


In the iron trade the bottom. seems to 
have been reached. More business is seen 
at Philadelphia and many furnaces have 
ceased production, so that fewer failures 
are repcerted, though a new. and large fur- 
nace in Alabama begins work. No improve- 
ment is seen in bar ir®n, but there is some 
in plates and in structural iron, the demand 
is better than a year ago. 

Money markets here and throughout the 
country are abundantly supplied and there 
is no sense of anxiety manifested in any 
quarters. Although imports have doubled 
and exceed exports in March no shipments 
of gold appear until today, which is more 
encouraging because of the large sales of 
securities by foreign holders. 

Business Disasters. 


Failures during the first quarter of 1892 
were 0,084 in the United States against 
0,045 last year, and liabilities $39,284,349 
against $42,167,631 last year. In Canada 
failures were 559 against 557, liabilities 
$5,744,872 against $6,048,234 last year.

THREAT OF THE ULSTERITES. 


Will Resort to Arms if Irish ‘Home Rule 
(Prevails. 

_London, April 1.—(Copvright, 1892, by New 
York Associated Press.j—The meager official 
ree’ given to tue press after yesterday’s 
private caucus of the unionists of Ulster gave 
no idea of the warlike tone of the speakers 
at that meeting. Knowing that their days are 
numbered as belonging to the government 
majority, and seeing that an Irish parliament 
is a dominant fact of the near future, these 
advocates of constitutional order under the 
tory regime met to declare civil war in the 
event of a liberal majority altering the con- 
stitution. The war drum throvwwung through- 
out the speeches was, however, only faintly 
heard in the resolutions adopted. ‘The mect- 
ing was held at Dawnshine house, the resi- 
dence of Lord ....azur Mill, comptroller of 
the queen’s household. All the Ulster mem- 
bers were present except three. Some fiery 
spirits urged a plain declaration of an imme- 
diate resort to arms when Ulster is placed 
under a Dublin parliament. But though the 
menace was often used publicly by Colonel 
Saunderson and others. during the home rule 
crisis of 1886, the leaders of the group now 
find it prudent to veil their threats in more 
moderate language. 

Liberal papers treat the proceedings as bun- 
combe and the prediction of rebellion as 
mere vaporing. Interviews with several UI- 
ster delegates in the lobby, today gave the 
impression of an intense hostility to home 
rule, even keener than the time when the 
movement was organized. Money was partly 
subscribed to arm 300,000 men, and Colonel 
Saunderson boasted that he would respond to 
a call for a revolt. As shrewd an observer 
as Lord Randolph Churchill still professes to 
believe that Ulster will fight, but no fear 
of this nature will, in the slightest, deter or 
alter the liberal policy. In the meantime, the 
Ulsterites’ plan of campaign will be a_vigor- 
ous agitation in Ireland and Great Britain, 
working up constituencies to believe in their 
menaces. An abundance of money ‘ enables 
the chief committee, composed of Colonel 
Saunderson, Sir S. T, Harland and T. W. 
Russell, to organize a@ provincial committee, 
the first developments of whose actions will 
be disclosed at a convention at Belfast about 
Whitsuntide. 

Although nationalist Irish members consid- 
er the matter only a subject for derision, Mr. 
Sexton tonight called Mr. Balfour’s attention 
to the fact that a crown minister, comptrol- 
ler of the queen's household, proposed a res- 
olution inciting a section of the Irish to dis- 
Mr. Balfour declining to commit him- 
self by any statement in reply, Mr. Sexton

A Temporary Triumph Over the Belford 

~ People. 

vew York, April 1—(Special.)—Mrs. 
Jefferson Davis has won a temporary 
victory in the courts in her suit against 
the Belfords, over the publication of her 
husband’s memoirs, and Judge Lacombe, 
in the United States court, has granted a 
temporary injunction in favor of Mrs. 
Davis and against Robert Belford and the 
Belford Company, restraining them from 
publishing the book or _ transferring the 
right to a third party. He also issued an 
order to the United States Book Company 
toshow cause why they should not pay to 
Mrs. Davis the royalties due her by the Bel- 
fords on the sale of the book. The contract 
between Mrs. Davis and Robert Belford 
was guaranteed by the United States Book 
Company. Mrs. Davis has been a heavy 
loser by the failure of the Belford Com- 
pany, and her friends in the south will be 
glad to know that she may at last recover 
something, en her suit against the 
company was brought, last summer, they 
then owed her royalties amounting, it is 
said, to $10,000. Since the failure of the 
company and the litigation the sales of 
the book have suffered. 


THE BRUNSWICK POSTOFFICE 


Is the Subject of Investigation by Inspector

Brunswick, Ga., April 
The Brunswick postoffice is furnishing the 
sensation in Brunswick today, and vague 
rumors of an impending storm are floating 
about. Postoffice Inspector J. W. Bulla 
has been several days investigating the rec- 
ords, while Postmaster Harry D. Atwood, 
a Harrison appointee, is off arranging a 
bond, having just been confirmed by the 
senate. Bulla is a quiet pleasant fellow, 
but refuses to be interviewed, saying At- 
wood would probably return tomorrow. 
The Brunswick administration is rotten. 
Only one white man holds a position in it, 
and he is at the money order window, a 
small negro boy is used to help distribute 
letters in the boxes, and the distribution of 
mail is badly mixed. The clerks, in some 
instances, are hardly able to read. The 
citizens have borne the matter with illy 
concealed indignation, but there seems to 
be no help for them. The locks in the post- 
office are said to have been changed and 
Inspector Bulla is working night and day 
on the records.

Explosion of Works at Bessemer, Ala., with 
Fatal Results.

Seven people in all were about the building, 
but only fourinside were hurt. The killed 
are G. S: Hartley, who leaves a wife and four 
children; Walter Lake, leavesa widow in a 
delicate condition; Ed Boykin, unmarried, 
and Frank Boykin, a boy aged fourteen. All 
were horribly mutilated except the boy. Noth- 
ing was found of Lake’s body except one of 
his feet and a piece of the scal 6 arms, 
limbs, tongues, heads and trunks of the bodies 
were so scattered that it was impossible to get 
the fragments of the same body together. All 
the men were experienced workmen. A fly- 
ing piece of timber struck an old gentleman 
named Prickettin the breast and knocked 
him senseless.

~ ‘The Interstate Commerce Commission Asks 
; a Pertinent Question About Itself. 

The interstate commerce commission has 
issued a pamphlet containing some sugges- 
tions on the amendment proposed to con- 
fer greater power on the body. The pam- 
phiet opens with a brief general statement 
of the reasons for the existence of the com- 

Mission. “It is true,” says the commission, 
“that the courts of the country have in

lustrated in those cases where in the dis-

conclusions of the commission is well nigh 
nothing.” This is absolutely true, for if 
after a costly and thorough investigation 
the commission finds that the carriers have 
been unjust or unreasonable nothing comes 
of it unless the carriers choose to yield a 
voluntary obedience to its regulative or- 
ders. The commission has no power_to 
enforce compliance with its findings. Re- 
cognizing this fully, the commission bland- 
ly inquires what good end it serves. Rail- 
road men and the public long ago formed 
& positive opinion on that point. Now the 
body asks to have conferred upon itself 
more power than it possesses, that is author- 
ity to regulate railway rates. 

n this connection the commission cites 

an illustration made by Colonel E. B. 
Stahlman, chairman of the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association, in a re- 
cent argument before the committee. Colo- 
nel Stahiman mentioned a case where a 
higher freight rate was chargeu on coal 
for a street railway .company than was 
charged manufacturers in the same city 
on the same coal from the same point. Colo- 
nel Stahiman defended the practice and re 
pudiated the idea that it was unjust dis- 
crimination against the street railway. 
Colonel Stahlman’s position is that a lower 
rate to manufacturers is justifiable, be- 
cause their business contributes to the gen- 
eral growth and development of a city, 
whereas, he continued, the street railway 
renders no public service of that sort, “but 
was merely an incubus’ on the public, 
draining the money from the~pockets of 
the people.” 
The commission admits that many rates 
and practices of railroads which seem on 
firs. blush to be purely arbitrary and un- 
just, are found on examination to be 
“perfectly just and founded on the strongest 
reasons of public expediency and commer- 
cial necessity.” 

It is wonderful that instances of op- 
pressive rates are so comparatively rare, 
says the commission, but an explanation 
is found in the operation of economics 
and commercial principles. It is conceded 
that traffic charges should in general not 
be disturbed without very good reasons. 
Slight alterations in one place may make 
troublesome complications in another. g{ail- 
way managers are by long training and 
familiarity peculiarly qualified to dea’ 
with them, but the commission maintains 
that public rights demand that final judg- 
ment in regulating charges should not be 
left to managers of railroads. 

An interesting argument is advanced to 
show that the power of congress “to reg. 
ulate commerce” extends to conferring upon 
the interstate commerce commission the 
authority to adjust freight rates.

Bagged by an Atlanta Officer Yesterday, 
He Confesses His Guilt. 


Three months ago, George Crawford, a young 
negro, killed a man for whom he had been work- 


ing at Anderson, S. C. 

He escaped, and despite the vigorous search has 
been at large since. Several weeks ago a reward 
of $200 was offered for his arrest. 

Yesterday afternoon Patrolinan Mehaffey found 
Crawford on Decatur street in company with an- 
other negro. When told that he was under arrest 
he quietly submitted and came to police head- 
quarters. 

When faced with the charge he stoutly denied 
his guilt, and for a while it was thought that the 
wrong man had been arrested. 

Last night, however, Crawford gave in and con- 
fessed everything, but declared that the killing 
was in self-defense. 

The sheriff at Anderson has been telegraphed, 
and the negro will go back in the custody of an 
officer today or tomorrow.

All because rival cities have been 
spurred to greater efforts and have made 
better offers. 

When the grand lodge assembled in 
Savannah and the bids for the home 
were made it was found that Macon, 
Griffin, Gainesville and Atlanta had offer- 
ed sites—all of them excellent and 
available. 

It had been decided by the grand lodge 
committee to consider. none but fifty 
acre sites, and on this decision Macon’s 
offer of twenty acres was thrown out. 
The other three cities offered fifty acre 
sites, . 

Several times the committee met and 
each time the feeling of interest became 
stronger. 

Several new sites were offered, all con- 
taining less than fifty acres, but they were 
considered by the committee. 

When the committee met day before yes- 
terday to weigh the advantages and disad- 
vantages of the several sites and select 
from the most available this matter of con- 
sidering sites of less than fifty acres was 
brought up. 

Mr. Davi! B. Woodruff, of Macon, a 
member of the committee, said Macon’s 
bid had been ruled out on the ground of 
not being large enough, and the committee 
in the face of this had considered sites of 
ten acres near Atlanta. He didn’t like 
the aspect of things; he asked a postpone- 
ment and on his own responsibility renewed 
Macon’s bid. 

After discussion the postponement was 
granted, and the committee adjourned un- 
til yesterday morning. 3 

Yesterday it visited several sites and gave 
them a thorough inspection. A site of 
twenty acres at West End, donated by B. 
J. Wilson, was first visited, and a site near 
Decatur, donated from what is known as 
the Houston property, was next visited. 
These two are fine sites and it is under- 
stood that all the necessary land adjoining 
them can be secured. LEither site will be 
acceptavle to the Atlanta Odd Fellows, 
and they would give their contributions 
just as gladly if the home is placed on either 
of the two sites. 

After further discussion of the matter 
it was firally decided by the committee to 
adjourn until April 14th, at which time the 
members will visit Macon and inspect. the 
site offered by that city. 

At first the offer of Macon was a good 
one, but the Macon people have “got on 
their mettle’ and are going to do great 
things in the way of a bid for the location 
of the home at the Central City. Mr. 
Woodruff went home determined to arouse 
the enthusiasm of the Central City Odd 
Fellows and have formulated an offer by 
the 14th fnustant which wijl completely 
knock out the other offers made. 

But while the Maconites are engaged in 
this worthy undertaking Atlantians will 
not be sleeping. During the next two 
weeks the local committee of Atlanta Odd 
Fellows will continue its work of getting 
up subscriptions, and the sum of $10,500 
already raised will be swelled to somewhere 
in the near neighborhood of $15,000. No 
other sites will be offered, however, but 
the donations in cold, hard cash will con- 
tinue te pour in from Atlantians with 
greater zeal than ever. . 

And while this is going on Gainesville 
and Grifin—plucky little cities—will not 
be resting inactive on their oars. 

They wi'l do something to induce the 
committee to select some one of the sites 
they offe*.

Here the market opened very steady at last 
night’s prices, and continued without any evidence of 
weakness throughout the day, the mainstay of values 
being the figures which were expected from interior 
points, it having been supposed that the loss in stocks 
would be large, while the receipts would not be over 


the estimates, which has preved the case in both in- 


stances. Further, receipts at New Orleans, it is said, 
will be but 1,200 bales tomorrow, and probably 22,000 to 
23,000 bales for the week. All these things have as- 
sisted the rally, which took. place this evening. We 
shall, whenever there is a prepoaderance of selling or 
buying, find these quick fluctuations in the market 
which is now so limited. It is more and more appa- 
rent to us that any decline can only come from the 
forcing out of present holders.
